NOTE—tThe figures in this report for 1951, 1952 and 1953 are provisional, while 
those relating to 1950 and earlier years are definitive. The number of births and 
deaths is exclusive of the number of late registrations, i.e., births and deaths 
registered on the authority of the Ard Chlaraitheora. Deaths have been assigned 
so far as possible to the area of residence, and those of non-residents have 
been excluded. 








SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1953. 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 5,435, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 7°4 per 1,000 of the population ; this rate is 0°3 above that for the corresponding quarter 
of 1952. 


Of the total marriages, 5,170 (or 7-5 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the population) 
were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder 
(265) is equivalent to 6-3 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,702, of which 8,082 
were those of males and 7,620 those of females. 


The number represents a rate of 21-3 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-2 below that for the 
third quarter of 1952. 


The total includes 311 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2:0 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,129; of this number, 3,875 were 
those of males and 3,254 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 9-7 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-2 below the rate for 
the third quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 240, including 173 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 67 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the third quarter 
of 1952 were 338, 243 and 95 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the third 
quarter of 1953 was 0-3 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0-2 and all other forms 0:1. The corresponding rates for the third quarter of the preceding 
year were 0-4, 0:3 and 0-1. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include one from scarlet 
fever, one from diphtheria, 15 from whooping cough, 8 from acute poliomyelitis and 5 from 
measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, so far as possible, are given in Table II. 


Malignant Neoplasms.— Deaths under this heading numbered 1,019, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1:4 per 1,000 of the population. In the corresponding quarter of 1952 the number was 1,030 
and the rate 1-4. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 20 compared with 19 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1952. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 182 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 203. Corresponding figures in the September quarter 
of 1952 were 216 and 201 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 


birth and the puerperium was 1-5 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 1-6 for the third 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—There were 514 deaths of infants under one year of age and 315 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 33 per thousand births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 20. For the corresponding quarter of 1952 the rates were 36 and 20 
respectively. 


Population.—The mid-year estimate of population for 1953 is 2,942,000.

DECEMBER QUARTER, 1953. 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,462, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4°7 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is the same as that for jthe corresponding 
quarter of 1952. 


Of the total marriages, 3,325 (or 4:8 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the population) 
were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder 
(137) is equivalent to 3-3 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,047, of which 7,340 
were those of males and 6,707 those of females. 


The number represents a rate of 19-1 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-9 below that for the 
fourth quarter of 1952. . 


The total includes 295 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2-1 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,975; of this number, 4,270 were 
those of males and 3,705 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 10-8 per 1,000 of the population, being 0:7 below the rate 
for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 245, including 198 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 47 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the fourth quarter 
of 1952 were 306, 222 and 84 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the fourth 
quarter of 1953 was 0-33 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0-27 and all other forms 0-06. The corresponding rates for the fourth quarter of the 
preceding year were 0-41, 0:30 and O11. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 10 from whoop- 
ing cough, 12 from acute poliomyelitis, 3 from acute infectious encephalitis and 4 from measles. 
Comparative figures for these diseases, so far as possible, are given in Table II. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,088, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1-5 per 1,600 of the population. In the corresponding quarter of 1952 the number was 1,098 
and the rate 1-5. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 23 compared with 50 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1952. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 171 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 290. Corresponding figures in the December quarter 
of 1952 were 240 and 318 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1-4 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 1-0 for the fourth 
_ quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—There were 554 deaths of infants under one year of age and 320 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 39 per thousand births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 23. For the corresponding quarter of 1952 the rates were 40 and 21 
respectively. 


Population.—The mid-year estimate of population for 1953 is 2,942,000.

YEAR 1953 
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MARRIAGES 


_ The number of marriages returned during the year was 15,603 equivalent to an annual rate 
f 5-3 per thousand of the population ; this rate is the same as that for 1952. Of the total marriages 
4,878 (or 5-4 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were cele- 
rated in accerdance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (725) 
s equivalent to 4:3 per thousand of the populaticn cther than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 62,202 ccmpared with a provisional 
igure of 64,226 for 19£2. The number of boys was 32,125 and the number of girls was 30,077, the 
roportion being 1,068 boys to 1,000 girls. 

The annual birth rate was 21-1 per thousand population compared with a rate of 21-8 per 
housand population for 1952. 

There were 1,333 illegitimate births in 1953, equivalent to 2-1 per cent of all births. The 
corresponding figure in 1952 was 1,602 illegitimate births or 2-5 per cent of the total births. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1953 was 34,585 which is 550 less than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 18,440 and the number of female deaths was 16,145. 
The number of deaths was the lowest ever recorded for any year. 

The annual death rate in 1953 was 11-8 per thousand population, being 0-1 below the rate for 
the preceding year. 


uberculosis 

Deaths from this disease in 1953 numbered 1,190 (916 from tuberculesis of the respiratory 
system and 274 from all other forms of tuberculosis). Figures for the year 1952 were 1,595, 1,229 
and 366 respectively. The death rate for all forms of tuberculosis in 1953 was 0-4 per theusand 
population. Table II shows that there has been a marked downward trend in the number of 
deaths from tuberculosis since 1948. The figure for 1953 is exactly half that for 1950. 


Other Infective Diseases 

The deaths from infective diseases include 4 deaths from typhoid fever, 3 from scarlet fever, 
from diphtheria, 59 frcm whooping cough, 33 from acute poliomyelitis, 13 from acute infectious 
encephalitis and 35 from measles. There were 125 deaths from other infective and parasitic 
diseases. 
The large reduction since 1948 in the number of deaths from typhoid fever and from diph- 
theria will be observed in Table II. 


Gastro Enteritis 

The number of deaths from gastro enteritis of children under 2 years of age was 185 compared 
with 166 in 1952. There has been a ccnsiderable decline in the number of deaths from this cause 
since 1949 when the number was 490. 


Malignant Neoplasms 
The deaths from malignant disease in 1953 numbered 4,206 compared with 4,114 in 1952. 
The rate in 1953 was 1-4 per thousand population which was the same as that for 1952. 


Influenza : 
The number of deaths for the whole year was 476 compared with 230 in 1952. The death rate 


in 1953 was 0-2 per thousand population. 


Other Respiratory Diseases 
In 1953 there were 1,014 deaths from pneumonia and 1,302 deaths from other diseases of the 


espiratory system. The corresponding figures in 1952 were 1,128 deaths frcm pneumonia and 
1,341 deaths frcm cther respiratory diseases. 


Maternal Mortality a aye 
There were 77 deaths from diseases and complications of pregnancy, childbirth and puer- 


ium. The death rate was 1-2 per thousand births compared with 1:3 in 1952. 


Infant Mortality 


There were 2,448 deaths of infants under 1 year of age and 1,339 of these occurred at ages 
inder 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 39 per thousand births registered and the neo-natal 
“rate was 22. The infant mortality rate was the lowest yet recorded.
